STREET EXCAVATING 
ORDINANCE : 

' BE IT ORDAINED. BY THE 
BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF 
'THE VILLAGE' OF ANTI- 
OCH, ILLINOIS: 

SECTION 1. PERMIT RE- 
QUIRED.' No person, firm 
or corporation shall change 
the grade or level, or Injure 
or tear up. any pavement of 
any street, sidewalk, cross- 
walk or curb or, any part 
thereof, dig ajiy .hole, trench, 
ditch or drain in, or dig or 
remove any sod,- stone, curb, 
'earth, sand or gravel from 
any .'street or public ground 
In the Village without first 
obtaining a permit from the 
Village Clerk as hereinafter 
provided. In the event such 
permit Is obtained for the 
purpose of making a connec- 
tion to a sewer or water fa- 
cility of the Village located 
in. any public street, the Su- 
perintendent of Public 
Works, If practical, may re- 
quire the applicant to tunnel 
or auger instead -of removing 
or injuring the pavement. 

SECTION 2: APPL1CA- 
TIONS. No excavation 1 per- 
mit shall be issued unless a 
written, application for such 
permit shall be made to the 
Village Clerk. This applica- 
tion shall clearly set out the 
purpose of the excavation, 
location of excavation, size 
of the opening, type of pave- 
ment (if any) to" be removed, 
approximate length of time 
excavation will remain open, 
the person, firm or corpora- 
tion doing the actual exca- 
vating work and the name of 
the. person, firm or corpora- 
tion for whom the work is 
being done, and shall contain 
an- agreement that the appli- 
cant will comply strictly 
"Willi — all — ordinances; — provi- 
sions, regulations and re- 
strictions-as-to-bacfcftlling, 
barricading and protected 
lighting at night. 

Applications shall also 
show that the applicant has 
contacted all operators of 
gas, electric, telephone, wat- 
er, sewer or any public util- 
ity service in the area, as

SECTION 4. PERMIT 
FEES. A permit fee shall be 
charged by the Village Clerk 
for the issuance of an exca- 
vation permit. The fee for 
each-permit-shall-be-$10.00. 

[SECTION 5: BOND. No 
such permit shall be issued 
unless and until the appli- 
cant therefor lias filed with 
the Clerk, a bond in the sum 
of Ten Thousand Dollars 
conditioned to Indemnify the 
Village for any loss, liability 
or damage that may result 
or accrue front or because 
of the making, existence of, 
manner of guarding or con- 
structing any such excava- 
tion.

SECTION 6: DEPOSIT. The 
application for an excavation 
permit to perform excava- 
tion work under this ordin- 
ance shall be accompanied 
with a cash deposit in the 
sum of Fifty Dollars, If no 
pavement is involved and 
Two Hundred Dollars if the 
excavation -is in a paved 
area. Any deposit made, 
hereunder shall serve as so- 
curilv-for-the_rjrj pair and per 



mlt. Upon the permittee's 
completion of the work cov- 
ered by such permit in con- 
formity with this ordinance 
as determined, by. .the "Super- 
intendent of Public Works, 
two-thirds of such " deposit 
shall ; be promptly refunded 
(p.^he .permittee and- the bal- 
ance shall be refunded upon 
the expiration of twelve 
months" after the completion 
of the work. The Village 
may use any or' all of any 
such deposit to pay the cost 
of any work the. Village per- 
forms to restore or maintain 
the public place as herein 
provided in the event the 
permittee . falls to perform 
such work, in which event 
the amount refunded to the 
permittee shall be reduced 
by the amount thus 'expend- 
ed by the Village. 

SECTION 7: BARRICAD-

son, firm or corporation

TIONS. Any person, firm 
or corporation . making any 
excavation or tunnel in or 
under any public street or 
public place in the Village 
shall immediately upon com- 
pletion of the work, and as 
fast as. practicable during 
the accomplishment thereof, 
back-fill the excavation witli 
sand topped with at least 
twelve inches of crush- 
ed road gravel and re-lay all 
paving or* macadam in a 
skillful and periWanent man- 
ner to conform to the adjoin- 
ing paved or bituminous sur- 
face.

as to the requirements for 
the securing ofa permit, the

to persons, .firms .or corpora- 
tions operating as public
